This  morning  I saw  what  could  have  been  a UFO  and  after 
contacting  Smithsonian  Astrophysical  Observatory  they  suggested 
I report  what  I saw  to  you. 

At  around  4 A.M.  I,  and  my  two  roommates,  saw  an  extremely 
large  bright  light  in  the  sky,  I would  say  well  out  over  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  Occasionally  the  object  would  throw  out  what 
looked  like  streamers  in  every  direction.  We  watched  this 
object  until  dawn  when  it  started  moving  away,  getting  smaller 
and  smaller,  but  still  clearly  visible  even  in  the  daylight.
